Tho Attorhey-Gencral (cousin of the 
Bon. Mr. H. E. Pollock, E.C., of Hongkong) 
has been telling the world his family secrets. 
Fora hundred years the House of Pollock 
has been furnishing distinguished servants 
of the State. Invlaw, in arms, and in 
literature’ the namie has won honour. Sir 
Ernest Pollock recalls with a vatural 

ride that.his grandfather before him waa 

ttorney-General in the first and brief 
Administration of Sir “Robert Peel. But 
to the’ soft impeachment that “the Pollocks 
havo heen fortunate people” he replies that 
their.furtune hus consisted jo having large 
families, in being poor, and in working bird, 
Sie firtia Etruria crevit.” Weare reminded 
(suys Daily Telegraph of March 28th.) 
rof the Victorian Lord Granville’s apology 
for the fact that a good many’ of his rela 
tions were iu office, His ancestors, ho told 
the House of.Lords, had been uncommonly 
prolife.
